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A CHRONOLOGY OF PHACT 
Michael A, Sherman 

The PHysical ACTivity Information Retrieval Cornmit*:^^ (PHACT) is 
an American organization dedicated to the improveinent cf information re- 
sources, systems and services for physical activity disciplines and pro- 
fessions. At present, PHACT members represent four iiniversities, Michigan, 
Michigan Stat^, rattsburgh and Wisconsin, and tha VJisconsin Inter scholastic 
Athletic Association* Since its inception as a group of "interested" 
professionals in 1969, PHACT has sought cooperation and support from the 
American Alliance for Health, Physical Education and Recreation (AAHIER), 
American College of Sports (tedicine (ACSH), University tO^crofilms Division 
of the Xerox Corporation (UM), The President's Council for Physical Fitness 
and Sports, and Knowledge Availability Systwis Center (KASC) at the University 
of Pittsburgh* PHACT has recently established working relationships with the 
Canadian Association for Sports Information (CASI) and other agencies of the 
Canadian Government and with the United Kingdom^s National Documentation 
Centre for Sport, Physical Education and Recreation* . . 

PHACT's primary interest, throughout the years, has been the 
development of an automated system to facilitate retrieval of scientific 
documents* The system envisioned by PHACT would penult preparation and 
dissemination of abstracts, bibliographies, indexes, reprints and Interpre-* 
tive summaries of research* The vocabulary of the system lipui d be controlled 
by a thesaurus of idiysical activity terms. PKACT products and services would 
be made available, on both national and internet J ontl l«vels5 to a wide var^^^ 
iety of users (e,g, coaches, teachers, scientists, pliyaicians, trainers, 
students, therepists, etc^ who require scientific ll)foriiy|tion; 
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* h\ apitc of \r.aixi obstacles, primarily lack of funds, IHACT per- 

sists in its attempts to niobilizo American resources for a national 
documentation and retrieval prop^ran. PHACT is currently seekinr^ formal 
participation in the International Association of Sports Inform<ition (lACl), 
Such involvement will hopefully enable PHAQr to achiev? its ov/n objectives 
and, at the same, promote greater sharing of physical activity information 
throughout the world* 

CHRCT!OLOGY 

This docijuiient presents a chronological review of PHACT's accomplish- 
ments from 1969 to 1975t PHACT has conducted over 20 meetings in nine 
different cities and prepared several proposals, reports and technical pa- 
pers. All PHACT documents are available from Dr, Leonard Larson, University 
of VJisconsln or Dr, Michael Sherman, University of Pittsburgh* PolJowing 

the chronoloe^^, a directoi^y of PHACT members and affiliates is presented*

PRE^PHACT> 1963^1967 

Dr* Gerald Kenyon, while at the University of Wisconsin, begins 
to acquire scientific literature on the sociology of sport and leisure* 
Kenyan's collection provides initial input for the retrieval system, SIRLS, 
now based in Canada at the University of Waterloo* 

In 1967, Seefeldt attends the Annual AAHPER Convention in Las 

Vegas and presents a paper about the Basic IDndexing and and Retrieval System 

(BIRS)* Developed by Dr, ^S* Vinsonaler, Michigan State Univereity, the 
* 

system is being used to support a physical education curriculum project in 
the Battle Creek Public Schools* 

1969 

On February 7, Herrmann, Larson, Seefeldt and VanHuss participate 
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in a Pittsburi;h Sympoaiiun on Cm'riculuKi tesicn for Physical Education, 
VanHuss presents a paper titled "The Itolo of Information Retrieval in 
Curriculum Development" based on the Jiichigan State-Battle Cre^k project. 
Along with Goldberger, Noble and Sherman, the group meets with Kent for 
the first time to discuss feasibility and funding of a physical activity in- 
fonnation retrieval system* 

While attending the Annual Convention of AAHFER in Boston on April 
12, PHACT meets to discuss the objectives, subject coverage, users, funding 
and organization oi h retrieval system* Goldberger and Sherwan submit a pa- 
per to the group which presents a model for a physical activity infonnation 
network. The feasibility, performance requirements and developmental stages 
of a system are discussed* Several national leaders are identified to par- 
ticipate in system development. 

In April, rioble, Sherman and VanHuss participate in a symposium 
at the University of Illinois in honor of I>r, Thomas K* Curaton, Jr* 
Nobl*? ireports on the use of the computer in genertting problems for research, 
Sherman presents a paper, "Development of a Mechanized System for Retrieving 
Physical Activity Infoiroation," which outlines the operations of a system 
planned at the University of Pittsburgh* VanHuss speaks about the need for 
improved systems and services to control the "knowledge explosion" in the 
exercise and sport sciences* 

PHACT meets in liay during the Annual Meeting of ACSM in Atlanta* 
Issues raised in Boston are reviewed* Larson agrees to serve as Chairman 
of PHACT, Ileetings at Ittchigan State University and in Washington, D*C* 
are planned. Several funding sources are identified* 



On May 1^, PHACT Obtains a copy of a report submitted to the 
AAHFER Research Council* llic report discusses tho practicality and cconordc 
feasibility of a program to prepare and disseminate scientific information 
about health and fitness. In essence^ the report suggests that the 
Research Council serve as an "answering service" for scientific and pro- 
fessional personnel. 

On July 17 and IS, PHACT members Hawkins, Seefoldt, Sherman and 
VanHuss meet at AAHFSR Headquarters in Washington, D.C. Also present are, 
Dr, John Cooper, Dr, G6orge Anderson and Mr, Carl Troester of AAHPER and 
Mr, Simon McNoeley of the President's Council for Physical Fitness and 
Sports- The major agenda items include system design criteria^ system de- 
velopment tasks, identification of a. project task force and delegation of 
responsibilities. The long-range of objective of PHACT is agreed to be the 
development, operation and evaluation of a system that would provide physical 
activity research information to users in medicine, science, education and 
other human service professions* Such information would include abstracts, 
bibliographies, indexes, reprints and interpretive auinnariee of research* 
It was also agreed that a project director, staff and suitable location 
vera essential. Several assignments we.^ made, VanHUas would prapare an 
overview paper about the need for and functions of a syatam« Seafaldt 
would contact the National Library of Jfedicina to explore funding posei* 
bilities, Sherman would identify other funding agencies, especially the ^ 
National Science Foundation, and seek additional guidance from Kant* 
Seefeldt would contact Larson to debetmlne whether Unlv«rsjty of 
V/isconsin could provide funds for a project director and staff. Hawkins 
agreed to investigate funding from the Research Utillftatlbn Division of 
the Office of Education, McWeeley would make contact with the National , v 



Aeronautic and Spnce Adniiniotration to determine whether they v/ould support 
a physical activity system* 

A grant from the School of Education, University of Pittsburgh 
pemiits initiation of a Physical Activity Research Information Center in 
September- The Center, staffed by Goldberger, Sherman and a part-time 
scretary, identifies infonnation sources, collects terminology for a the- 
saurus and writes proposals for system develbprnent* It also compiles ex- 
tensive lists of reference publications, scientific and professional associa- 
tions, specialized libraries, inforjnation centers and automated retrieval 
systems - 
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In January, Larson submits a PHACT proposal to the National Institutes 
for \ .^.^Ih to support a "Conference for the Study of Information Retrieval 
in the Health Sciences*" The iitent of the Conference is to stlmLate inter- 
action between information and physical activity specialists and to explore 
possible solutions to information retrieval problems* NIH rejects the 
proposal. 

On July 15, representatives of AAHPBR and the University Hicrofiljns 
(Ull) Division, Xerox Corporation, meet to exchange ideas about an information 
system for the areas of health, physical education, spopts, adapted and 
therapeutic exercise, physiology of exercise, leisure, cairping and outdoor 
education. Subsequent to this meeting, Larson establishes formal contact 
with UM which agrees to become fojTnally involved with PHACT* UM participates 
in most of the PIttCT meetings between 1971 and 1974* 

1971 

In March, Hawkins, Herrmann, I^rson, Relff , Seefoldt* VanHuss and 



a UM representative, EIr. Fred Asmussen, meet in Detroit. An outline 

of the concept^jal structure of physical activity information is prepared. 

On May 9, Larson discusses the status and progress of PHACT at 
a Toronto meeting of the ACSH Board of Trustees. 

PHACT meets in Chicago on May 21 to discuss the conceptual structure 
of physical activity knowledge and determine funding possibilities from 
UM. Seefeldt submits a report on **Data Banks in the Health Sciences." 

On July 9, PHACT itieets in Chicago ^o discuss the content, organi- 
zation and funding of a system. VanHuss, who has just returned from 
meetings of the international retrieval programs and experts. Iferrmann 
presents a list of source journals and a list of 123 key scientific and 
professional organizations. A PHACT Synthesis Cc^nmittee is appointed, con-* 
sisting of Herrmann, Seefeldt and VanHuss, and charged with the responsi- 
bility of preparing a conceptual outline of physical activity information. 
Key people for future membership in PHACT are identified. Plans are 
established for a meeting to create a formal PHACT organization. 

At Michigan State University on July 29, the Synthesis Ccwnmittee 
meets* Discussion centers on defining the user population^ identifying 
source journals, establishing criteria for quality control and determining 
the products and services desired by potential clientele. Services and 
products of existing systems are discussed as are procedures for insuring 
PHACT' s compatibility with such systems. 

On August 9, PHACT meets in Vfashington, D.C. Various schemes of 
organizing and classifying information *re discussed. The Syntheijis 
Committee reports on content classification and performance ir^quirements 
of an effective retrieval system* SeefeJdt ireports on efforts to obtain 
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funds for an infomation retrieval conference* Hawkins reveals AAHFER 
intentions to ^eek funds from Bureau of Research for the Handicapped. A 
formal organizational structure for PHACT is discussed* Seven content ar**a5 
are identified. These are: recreation^ education^ athletics and sports^ 
health and safety^ eports i&edicine^ dance and facilities design* Assignments 
are made to identify key concepts and terminology in the sewn areas* 

Michigan State UniTsrsity hosts a Meting of the Synthesis Committee 
on the 4th, 5th and 6th of November* Ten areas are specified from 
terms for a theaaurus will be collected* These areas are: (l) physiology 
of exercise; (2) growth, development and aglngj (3) biomeohanicsj (4) adap^ 
tive, corrective and rehabilitative activityj (5) sport paycholoiiy( (6) sport 
sociologyj (7) nutritionj (8) recreation and leiaiurej (9) protection, safety 
and ecologyj and (10) education* Pertinent terms will initially be taken 
from Iriidejc ifedlcus and EncvclODedla of Sport Sciences andlfedlglM * The 
Committee com*truct3 a flow chart of tasks required for thesaurus develop- 
ment* 

Larson reports on PHACT at the Big Ten Physical Education Conference 
in December at the Utaivsrsity of Plttsbtirgb 

Dr* H* Harrison Clarke, Consultant to the Prasident*s OounoH 
for Physical Fitness and Sports, contacts Larson in December* ^ infoims 
Larson of the CouncH^s dssire to provide a bibliogr^^c research service 
and seeks Inro Ivemeit with PHACT* 
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Asmfussen, Larson, Sherman and VanHuss hold a Hirch nwetlng in 
Chicago to develop a proposal for UH. The conceptual outline prepared by 
the Synthesis Committee is refined* ^ ^ 



On April 13, a PHACT meeting is held at UM in Ann Arbor to review a 
proposal for a Physical Activity Clearinghouse* The proposed Clearinghouse 
would develop and reviev curriculum materials , provide multi-media copying 
services f disseminate annual and retrospective indexes and publish a bi** 
monthly newsletter* 

On Jtme 12, Herrmann submits a report to PHACT about primary 
doiirces of physical activity information based on analysis of citations in 
the Encyclopedia of Sport Silences and Msdlclne * The report indicates that 
U2 percent of the 3,435 citations coma from Ih journals, with the top five 
being: Research Quarterly, Journal of Applied Physiology, Journal of the 
American Hadlcal Association, Journal of Sports H»dicine and Pt>ysical Fitness 
an d ^a ii fltf i i e el Ftt ae se and American Journal of Physiology* 

In July, Hawkins Informs PHACT that AAHI^ Has received a grant 
of about <30CJ(f,000 from Bureau of Education for the Handicapped* , This grant 
peimits establishment of the formation Research and UtHizstion Center 
under the direction of Julian Stein. Hawkins also indicates that AAHPER 
has opened negotiations with ERIC* 

During the au&mer of 1972^ Larson deliirers a paper about the statue 
of the physical activity Infonnition retrloval efforts in the United Stataa« 
Larson^s paper is sent to Slgflried lachenicht^ President of the IBDI Cm^ 
mission of Data Documntation, Previously, the Coandsslon had notified 
PHACT of its interest in leamiiig more about coeqputarlzed date processing In 
the United States* 

On Ssptember 25, PHACT receives a copy of a sisfliD trm Joel 
Burden, Director of the ERIC Clearln^ouse on Teacher Educatloh to Mr« George 
Anderson of AAHPER^ The msiao indicates that the ERiC Clerinj^o\ite will 
start to irdlude AAHIER documents in Ite two index publications, Resear ^ y h 
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in Education and Current Index to Journals in Education t Burden also 
announces ERIC*s intention to provide document reproduction services, colla- 
borate on disseminetion of AAHFER publicetions end work cooperetively with 
Julian Stein, Director of the iRUCt Except for the Reagarcih QuerterlY ^ 
publications in exercise and sport acience ere excluded from the ERIC/AAHIER 
system* Other joumale to be included ere; Sfihool t^alth Revigw. AOQlUl 
Saf?ty Hit\UVf Quest and Joiynal of Health. Phvalcal Edueat^on and Recreation, 
Burden indicates that recreation infonoation will b« proceaaed by the ERIC

PHy^CT, joined by Mr, Elliot Stem of UM and Vr. Carl Oi^Deater of 
AAHfSR^ meeta in Chicago on September 25 to diecuaa theaaurue devalopMnt^ 
formation of a PHACT "'corpc.-^ation," relationshipa with other vetema, budget 
matters and goals for the ccnnlng yeer* 

Key representativos frcrn AAHFER, ERIC, PHACT AND KASC (Knowledge 
Availebility Sy«tama Center) meet at the Uhlwraity of Pittaburgh on 
November 13. Dlacuaeion concerns the preaent and future etatua of PHACT 
end proepecte for cooperation among the four groupa, Mrs, Eleanor pym of 
KASC preaenta a plan for development of a physical activity theaaurus* The 
plen epeclfiea the etrategiea, procedures, budget, pereonml and scM<*ule tor 
thesaiunis construction* Pym presents e ^^roadmap*' for enalysia of terms and 
their interreletionshipa* Human and technological resources to support 
thesaurus developmnt in Pittaburgh are discussed by ^iym end Kent* The 
Synthesis Goramitte^ in expeiided to Include l>ym end Sherman and becomes the 
Thesaurus Coiiaidttee« 

In January, Larson reports of coinminication between PHACT end Dr, 
V/illiam AtRt Orhen, University of Ot.tawat Orban :Jnforma Larson of efforts 
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to raise funds from the Canadian National Library and the Federal Adminis- 
tration for Sports and Recreation* Larson distributes the first draft of 
the PHACT constitution and by-laws* The constitution specifies that PHACT's 
objectives include: (l) development of a thesaurus j (2) analysis, abstracting 
and storage of documentsj (3) preparation and distribution of an indexj 
(h) identification and reproduction of special reportsj and (5) preparation 
and dissemination of interpretive summaries of reaearch. 

On February 26, Larson receives a letter from Dr, Raymond A* Weiss, 
editor of AAHPER's "Completed Research" publication. The letter invita« 
Larson to discuss the role of mechaniaed information retrieval in future 
publication of "Completed Research," 

On March 1, PHaCT Learns that AAHPER hae officially merged \fLth the 
ERIC Clearinghouse on Teacher Education, Larson discuseea the PHACT 
proposal \fLth UM representatives at Ann Arbor* Three weeks later. On March 
23, PHACT and UM meet, in Chicago and agree that theaeurus development ia an 
essential prerequisite for a functional retrieval system, UH agrees to pro-^ 
vide funds for tvD graduate assistants to work on the thesaurus project. 
Flans are made for a subsequent meeting in Pittsburgh* 

The PHACT Thesaurus Ccinmittee msets in Pittsburgh on March ^, 
The first draff, of the thesaurus proposal is reviewed. The required tasks, 
budget, personnel and work schedule are approved, J>ym and Sbennan agree to 
prepare a final proposal for submission to UM, 

Final review of the PHACT Thesaurus proposal takss ixLace in 
Pittsburgfi on April 2?, 28 and 29t 

In May, VanHuss participates in the XASI Congress in Magglin^n, 
Switzerland, and is subeequerrfcly appointed to the Thesaurus Commission, 



Early in July, Dym and Shemmn submit the PHACT Thesaurus proposal 
to UM. On July 5, liyni, Larson. Sherman and VanHuss ineet in Itetroit to 
discuss the proposal with Mr. Jajnes Sterling of UM. UM informs PHACT that 
no funds ara available* PHACT considers feasibility of involvement with 
British and Canadian groups. 

PHACT meets in Chicago on October 5. Alternative strategies for 
funding the thesaurus projoct are considered. Larson agrees to approach 
ACSM for assistance. Meetings with the United Kingdom and Canada are pro* 
posed. Revision of the PHACT constitution is discussed. 

In December f PHACT meets with four representatives of UM et Ann 
Arbor to consider the PHACT Clear ingjhouse. Changes in DK personnel and 
priorities dictate revision of the initial woposal. UM agrees to prepare 
arwther proposal for approval of PHACT.

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A thesaurus advisory conmiittee is suggested with two representatives from 
the U.S., U,K. and Canada, respectively. Cooperative efforts with lASI are 
considered extremely important. Other projects, such as abstracting and 
indexing services, are proposed. Jn addition to Bell and Chiasson, it is 
agreed that Sherman should attend 1975 meetings of lASI and the Thesaurus 
Commission. VanHuss will contact Dr. Priederich Tschenie and Dr. Joaef 
fiecla to request Sherman's involvement with lASI. Delegates dsit communi- 
cation and computer iresources on campus and meet with Kent and other per*-.' 
sonnel from KASC.

Jn February. Sherman is contacted by Mrs. Vivian Kinderman, repre- 
senting the French Language Bureau of Quebec and the Ol^rmpic Organizing 
Coirj^ittee, to requested assistance in creating a lexicon of sport terminol- 
ogy for the 1976 Olympics. 

While on sabbatical leave from Pittsburgh during the winter of 1975, 
Sherman and VSr, Miguel Rivera initiate several projects. These include; 
(l) identification of U.S. and foreign information resources, systems and 
seinricas for the eoercise and sport sciencaaj (2) devslopoent of a directory 
of physical activity organizations in the U.S. and Canadaj (3) preparation of 
a major research proposal for an automated retrieval systemj and (U) develop- 
ment of a proposal for an information retrieval symposium. The latter will 
represent an attenqpt to organize the resources of over groups into an 
American Association for Sports Information, which will become a member of 
lASX. Because of his up-comlne retdremeit from Wisconsin, Larson resigns 
as Chairman of PHACT. Sherman agrees to assums Larson^s rol^*
